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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's proposed amendment has not been 
entered, since narrowing the scope of independent claims 1 and 12 would require further searching and consideration. Specifically, 
Applicant's proposed amendments to instant claims 1 and 12 further limits the release of the polymer into a cold, penultimate rinse cycle, 
prior to a heated, final rinse cycle, which would require further searching and consideration. Applicant's remarks and arguments filed on' 
May 5, 2003 are written in view of the claims as they appear in the proposed amendment, and therefore are rendered moot, since the 
proposed amendment has not been entered for the reasons given above.. 
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
